He gave himself up Saturday aft- 
ernoon, and officers in Dallas imme- 
diately sent a telegram to the au- 
thorities In Atlanta. Sunday a reply 
was sent to the effect that mm. 
Bachellor is wanted in Atlanta, 

Officers said that Bachellor told 
them that after leaving Atlarita he 


went to Cincinnati, Ohio, then to 


Buffalo and New York city. While 
in New York, he is said to have told 
Texas officers, he practically. doubled 
the money on the New York curb 


matket, but later lost the’ entire | 


amount on the cotton. market.

R. C. Bachellor, who was vice 
president. of the Bank of Palmetto, 
was charged with ubsconding dur- 
ing the early part of March, 1920, 
with a sum of money estimated at 
between $25,000 and $100,000.

This is indicated in the first de- 
tailed statement. submitted to the 
public by the railway executives in 
reply to the contention of organ- 
ize@ labor that the railway systems 
are so conducting their business to- 
day as to add millions to their op- 
erating expenses, chargeable in the 
long run to the people. 
While the Interstat Commerce 
Commission at Washington is con- 
ducting an inquiry into the charges 
brought against the railroads by 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists, it apparently is the ob- 
ject of both sides to get at least a 
preliminary hearing of their cases 
before the public through the press. 
Labor’s Allegations. ' 
Labor, in starting ,its fight. re- 
cently, alleged that the railroads 
were turning over to private shops 
repair work costing them millions 
of dollars more than they could do 
it for-in their own shups. The rea- 
son for this, it™was declared, was 
to make profits for these outside 


railroad managements or financiers 


terests. It was further alleged that 
in employing these outside shops 
the roads were firing men ‘from 
their own shops, thus aiding. and 
abetting the “open shop” campaign 
now going on in the country and 
preparing for rehiring employees at 
the terms of the railroad managers. 

The intimation that the railroads 
actually creating a situation, by. 


abandon certain shop conditions won 


United States railroad admigistra- 
tion, comes in a statement by Thom- 
as Dewitt Cuyler, chairman of the 
Association of Railway Executives. 

“The truth is,” says Cuyler in his 
statement Sunday, “that the effect 


ment

Selves to Blame. 

“Insofar as the organization of 
railway repair employees have Nnelp- 
ed to produce a situation in which 
all of the railway repair work could 
not be taken care of in railway 
pMagts or where outside plants can 
now do the work more economical- 
ly and speedily than railway shops, 
they have only themselves to blame. 

“The real point of public concern 
now is not the measures taken By 
the railway companies for the’ re 
pair of cars and locomotives in 
1920, but is the question now before 
the United States railroad labor 
board at Chicago, as to rules and 
working conditions in railway, com- 
panies’ shops. 

“This involves millions upon mil- 
lions of dollars which, in the last 


the public for its railroad service. 
These costs, often for work not even 
performed, result from unjust and 
ee regulations, which, in 
the interest of the public, the. rail- 
roads are seeking to have changed.” 
™ Direct Answer. 

In direct answer to the allega- 
tions made to the interstate com- 
merce commission at Washington 
by organized labor, Cuyler explains 
the action of the rail managements 
in sending repair work to outside 
shops, while simultaneously dispens- 
ing with the services of thousands 
of wotkers in their own’ repair 
shops, as follows: 

1. On the return of the railroads 
to private owners March 1, 1920, 
there was an abnormal number of 


cars and locomotives in bad order. 
2. The railways’ own shops could 


‘not take care of this termendous 


work themselves in any reasonable 
length of time. 

3. When the equipment was sent 
to shops for repairing, there was 
tremendous pressure to restore it to 
service at the earliest ssible date. 

4. Equipment, generally, was sent 
for repair to the company which 
originally constructed it, or to the 
nearest available plant properly 
equipped to handle it. This guided 
the selection of shops for the re- 
pair work, rather than “any al- 
leged dual Interest between equip- 
ment and railroad companies. 

Cost Not Excessive.’ 

5. The cost of repair work by out- 
side shops is not in excess of what 
it could be done for in the railway 
shops to the extent that labor al- 


leges. 

6. The railroad administration 
itself followed the same course as 
the railways are now pursuing when 
the roads were under government 


control.

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MOB STORNS JAIL 
*FORTWO NEGROES 


Men Are Shot to Death in 
North Carolina, Follow- 
ing Race Riot at Rail- 
way Depot. 


Norlina, N. C., January 24.—Al- 
fred Williams and Plummer Bullock, 
two negroes, were taken from the 
Warren county jail at Warrenton 
by a masked mob early this morn- 
ing and shot to death, 

According to reports received here 
frcm Warrenton shortly before miid- 
night a mob has surrounded the jail 
there. where thirteen negroes are 
held charged ‘with participation in 
the raee riot here early today. Sev- 
eral shots are reported to have been 
tired and the mob then was clos- 
ing in around the jail. 

The mob was said to have been 
made up chiefly of persons from 
this place who were bent on lynch- 
ing at least two of the negroes held. 
Negroes in the Warrcnton section, 
which is only four miles from Nor- 
lina, were reported to be arming 
for the purpose of preventing the 
lynching. 

Eight men, 5 white and 3 negroes, 
were wounded, two perhaps fatally, 
in a near race riot at the Norlina 
railroad station between 1 and 2 
o'clock this morning. and now thir- 
teen negroes, charged with partici- 
pation in the shooting, are in War- 
ren cqunty jail at Warrenton, in 
default of bonds ranging from $200 
to $1,000. 

The wounded men are: R. L. Trai- 
lor, white; Lloyd Traitor, white: H. 
A. Rainey, white; W. J. Upchurch. 
white; H. A. Inseo, white; Claude 
Jones, negro; Jerome Hunter, ne- 
gro, and Robert Moss negro. 

All of the white men save W. J. 
Upchtrch.and Insco are in the Hen- 
derson hospital, where physicians 
stated tonight that Trailor’s con- 
dition is critical. Jerome Hunter, 
the negro most seriously hurt, is in 
a hospital at Raleigh, where smal] 
hopes are entertained for his re- 
covery. Robert Moss, slightly hurt, 
is in jail, and Claude Jones is at 
his home under guard. 

Follows Bad Feeling. 

The difficulty this morning fol- 
lowed bad feeling which had been 
growing since Tuesday. On that 
day, according to Chief of Police S. 
P. Fleming, of Norlina, Plummer 
Bullock, negro, went into the store 
of J. P. Williams, a merchant of 
Norlina and sought to buy 10 cents 
worth of apples from Brady Trallor. 
The negro professed dissatisfaction 
with his Purchase and wanted his 
Money back. The exchange was ef- 
fected, after some words, Whereupon 
the negro cursed Trallor, {t is said, 
and threatened him. 


|... According .to.the.chief .of police, 


the -Trailors receivad--word — last 
night that the negroes were ofgan- 
izing to make good Plummer Bul- 
lock’s threat. Between 1 and 2 
o’clock perhaps a score had gath- 
ered at the Seaboard depot, some 
of them, it is said, with shotguns. 
Fires at Talker. 
' Raby Trailor, brother of Brady, 
approachéd Matthew Bullock, appar- 
ently the leader of the negroes, and 
asked him what the trouble was 
While they were talking, 
according to evidence brought out 
in the preliminary hearing this aft- 


ernoon, Jerome Hunter, negro, walk- 
ed up and fired at Trailor from 
close range. The white man fell 
and Hunter shot him cwice as 
lay on his back: 

The shooting then became gen- 
eral and in it W. J. Upenurea, ..- 
gineer of a switch engine, and H. A. 
Rainey and H. A. Insco, car in- 
spectors, were shot as they were 
about their work on the railroad 
yards.

Leader Escapes. 


Matthew Bullock, sai@ to have 
been the leadef of the negroes, made 
his escape and a round-up by a 
posse of whites formed shortly after 
the shooting this morning failed to 
locate him. Thirteen, however, were 
arrested and committed to jail in 
default of bonds, after preliminary 
hearing before Justice of the Peace 
J. C. Hardy, of Norlina. 

While the situation appears quiet 
here tonight, there were rumors that 
an effort might be made by negroes 
of Warrenton, four miles from here, 
to liberate members of their race 
in jail. Feeling was high this morn- 
ing among the white people of the 
community, but, apparently, twas 
calmed down tonight. Tasker Polk. 
prominent attorney appearing for 
the state this afternoon, made a talk 
to the assembly gathered for the 
Preliminary hearing in which he 
counseled law and order. 


‘GOVERNOR IS ASKED

| Atkinson Discusses W ater Power Situation 


Predicting Shortage if Development Stops 


Editor Constitution: Following 
up the discussion about water pow- 
gr development, let’s look at a few 


of the definite, physical facts. They 
are repeated because your editorials 
seem not to appreciate what has 
been already done by the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, even 
in spite of the adverse conditions 
aneet which the company has oper- 
a 

The water power output of the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 


pany in 1926 was approximately 
400,000,000 horsepower hours, the 
equivalent of 135,000 water horse- 
power 10 hours per day 300 days 
per annum. 


During the year 1920 the Georgi& 
Railway and Power company com- 
pleted the Burton reservoir. The 
Burton reservoir holds 55,000,000 
Kilowatt Hours, or approximately 
73,000,000 horsepower hours, or the 


equivalent of 110,000 tons of coal. 
in amen this reservoir was begun 


During the year 1920 the Georgia 
Railway and Power company also 
completed and put in operation the 
sixth generating unit of 17,000 
horsepower in the Tallulah Falls 
oe Work on it was started in 
wit. . 

So the company completed during 
the year 1920 large water power 


development work, all of which was 
begun in the year 1917. 


If the present demand for power 
continues it is, of course, only a 
question of time until the present 
generating capacity of the water 


power plants of the Georgia Rali- 
way and Power company will be ex- 
hausted, and then a shortage of 
power will exist which will have 
most sérious consequences on the 
growth of the city. . 

The cate when such a shortage of 


power will occur is dependent on 
two conditions: 
1. Annual rainfall. 


2. The future rate of increase in 
the demand for power. 


Anticipating the growth and to 
enable it to meet the increased de- 
mand for power, the construction 


of the Tugaloo development (a gen- 
erating plant of approximately 75,- 
000 horgepower) was also undertak- 
en by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company in 1917, 


the rates the company is receiving 
are not sufficient to pay a fair re-, 


turn on the value of the property 
already in use serving the public. 
There has been spent upon the Tug- 
aloo development, including equip- 
ment bought on credit, approxi- 
mately $1,750,000. It will take 
$1,500,000 to complete it, making the 
total estimated cost $3,25u,000. 
When completed and in operation it 
will furnish approximately 200,000,- 
060 water horsepower hours per an- 
num additional, or nearly 60 per 
cent of the company’s 1920 water 
power output, or approximately 75,- 
0CO horsepower per annum. The en- 
tire construction of this deveiop- 
ment can be completed in the time 
it would take to prepare the plans 
alone for a similar development. 
This is true because the slowest 
part of the work has'‘been entirely 
completed and its construction or- 
ganization is standing idle but 
ready to renew work on an hour’s 
notice, Interest charges on $1,750,- 
000 are accruing daily and adding 
greatly, rapidly and unnecessarily 
to the total final cost of this work. 


Your. paper frequently prints to- 
gether with its editorials other ar- 
ticles dealing with the water power 


Situation. Recently you printed an 
article from Mr. Turner, city elec- 
trician, being a report of his de- 
partment for the year 1920. Mr. Tur- 
ners statement is substantially cor- 
rect. Some of the details given 
above are facts that could not have 
been in his possession, but they do 
not change the substance of his 
remarks. But there seems to be a 
lack of appreciation of the immense 
amount of money involved in water 
power development construction. 
Mr. Turner speaks of the need of 
additional “power sites.” The Tus. | 
aloo development is a “power site.” 


Work on it has stopped meen! 


When it is realized thag the total 
estimated cost of the de- 
velopment, or “power site,” 1s three 
and a quarter million dollars it 
gives an idea of the eras ‘of 
the work and the difficulty of fi- 
nancing it. 

It is very easy to theorize and 
make plans and then add that their 


realization is only a “simple” mat- 
ter of financing. 

The execution of all construction 
work is controlled from the first 
instant by the preoliem of finance. 
Necessary capital can not be ob- 
tained unless assured a fair return. 


No more of it will come to Georgia 
for water power development until 
it is assured, definitely and perma- 
nently, a fair return, whether the 
conditions are war conditions or 
what are termed normal conditions, 
Railroad Electrification. 

At the request of the management 
of one of the main trunk” rail- 
roads entering Atlanta in 1917 the 
engineeriny department of the 
Georgia Raliway and Power com- 
pany Yrrerared and submitted a re- 
pert on the clectrification of that 
roa. The report showed that .elec- 
trification of the road considered 
would double the traffic possibi)i- 
tics of its g.ngle track, making duu- 
ble tracking unnecessary, and would 
gave approximately 20 per cent of 
the operating costs ag they then 
existed under steam operation (this 
saving in operating costs would be 
much greater today). Consideration 
of the matter was abandoned be- 
cause of the impossibility of fi- 
nancing it. This is only mentioned 
to show that financing is.the con- 
trolling factor. 


’ 
These facts are to a large extent 
Physical facts that can be seen, and 
they are generally known. The im- 


portant physical fact now stressed 
is that the Georgia Railway and 
Power company has been forced to 
stop water power development be- 
cause it is not receiving rates that 
yield a reasonable return on the fair 
value of its water power develop- 
ment property already dévoted to 
public use. That condition will stop 
the city’s growth if the right rem- 
edy is not applied. The Constitu- 
tion in one of its recent editoriads 
says it is not trying to fix the re- 
sponsibility, or in other words.find 
the remedy. Unless in some way 
the responsibility is fixed and the 
remedy applied, these conditions, se- 
riously injurious to the city, will 
continue. Why should not the pub- 
lic press of the city find the facts, 
develop what is right and just and 
stand for it fearlessly? That is the 
very purpose and most important 
duty of our daily press. Georgia 
Railway and Power company does, 
not ask you or any one else to ac- 
cept these statements without veri- 
fication. After verification, ag you 
admit the great importance of wa- 
ter power development, why isn’t 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, the only agency equipped and 
actually doing it, entitled t0 your 
support? Weuld you not actively 
e..cvurage and promise liberal] treat- 
ment to any company that proposed 
to establish a new industry here 
at a cost of $3,250,000? That is 
exactly what the Georgia Railway 
}ani Power company proposes to do, 
and this development is of para- 
mout’ importance, because it will 
make additional water power avail- 
‘able for hundreds of industrial pur- 
poses in Atlanta and surrounding 
territory. How otherwise can you 
keep the city or public from fol- 
lowing false jeaders? Thé only pur- 
pose of these articles ig to state 
the facts and the obligation to en- 
lighten the public rests even more 
squarely on the public press. 

Al the Georgia Railway and 
Tower company asks ig just rates 
so that it may go ahead and serve 


the pubilc with constantly improved* 
service. In other words, the com- 
pany asks only what the supreme 
cour: of the United States says it Is 
entitled to and what is absolutely 
essential under economic laws to 
bring deveiopment of@these water 
powers by anybody. !

GALLSAC INFLAMMATION. 

The gall bladder or galisac should 
be distinguished from the bladder 
which serves as a reservoir for the 
kidney excretion. The gall bladder 
is scarcely as large as a hen's eg 
and holds only an ounce or two o 
gall or_bile. It has no function, at 
least ndne which is more essential 
to health or life than the function 
of the wisdom teeth, the tonsils and 
the vermiform appendix, which is 
none at all so far as can be discov- 
ered. today (although half-baked, 
-trained-by-mail short-cut healers 
ean conjure up all kinds of func 
tions for these vestigial and trou- 
blesome structures, anything only 
so it is opposed to horse sense or 
science). 4 

Inflammation of the lining of the 
gallsac is much moYe frequent than 
popularly supposed. Most cases are 
unrecognized, at least for some 
months or years, because the suf- 
ferers are quite eontent to assume 
they have “stomach trouble,” “food 
turns to gas,” “acidity,” “heart- 
burn,” “dyspepsia” “Indigestion,” 
“neuralgia’ or something similarly 
indefinite. Only a few supjects of 
galisac inflammation (doctors call 
is - cholecystitis) have gallstones. 
Gallstones are rather an accidental 
consequence or feature of gallisac 
inflammation; the cause of gallsac 
inflammation (infection by germs) 
does not necessarily lead to gall- 
stone formation. 

In a recént talk about gallstones 
I gave the common sources of: the 
causative bacterial infection, and of 
course they are the same for gall 
sac inflammation—typhoid fever in 
years past, long neglected Infection 
about the gums, teeth, tonsils, ac- 
cessory sinusés of the nose echam- 
bers, pelvic infections of men and 
women, ulceration or inflammation 
of the bowel, chronic appendicitis. 

Attacks of so-called “indigestion” 
or of “bilfousness” (both wholly im- 
aginary explanations for discomfort 
or indisposition), assoclated with a 
sense of heaviness or bloating after 

eals (which, perhaps, seems, fo be 
Yelieved, somewhat by belching gas), 
and slight soreness or tenderness in 
the right upper corner of the abdo- 
men, suggests cholecystitis. In 
some cases there are repeated at- 
tacks at irregular intervals. of 
rather severe distress or pain felt 
about the stomach, with palpitation 
or a sense of oppression about the 
heart, attacks occurring preferably 
in the night and in a rather too 
well fed (overweight) individual 
of 30 or over, especially one of the 
becorsetted sex. It is characteris- 
tic of the victim of these attacks 
to ascribe each to some specific di- 
etary discretion, maybe someone 
perfectly innocent, wholesome artl- 
cle of food, such as cabbage, beans, 
or cheese. We blame our rations 
for a great many of our physical 
deficiencies. When attacks like 
these-occur, with some impairment 
of health for days afterward, or 
for weeks or months, then it ‘s 
certainly reckless to g0 on ascrib- 
ing them to such {mpossible causes 
as “ihdigestion.”

TO OBTAIN FUNDS

L. Beddingfield, of 20 Cooper street, 
who, though a stranger to Dr. Rid- 
ley, had testified in his fayor at the 
police court trial, and who gave his 
work this substantial and concrete 
endorsement. Another subscription 
was given by ; Garwood, an 
engineer, and when this name and 
amount was announced Dr. Ridley 
said with dramatic effect: “Thank 
you, Bill. You have not forgotten 
the morning twenty-five years ago, 
when you came after me at dawn to 
consecrate and dedicate your new 
locomotive to God. And you have 
not had a wreck in all these years, 
have you?” 

Others who gave sums of money 
were addressed affectionately .and 
intimately by their first names, the 
minister giving them his gratitude 
for their monetary expressions of 
faith in him and his work. 

It was a most remarkable scene, 
its sensational allusions to new de- 
velopments, .references to threats 
that had, according to the minis- 
ter, been directed against his life; 
sarcastic mention and scathing de- 
nunciation of those the minister 
charged with collusion against him; 
the pathetic appeal of his devotion 
to his humble house of worship, 
made uP a reel of episodes of such 
compelling interest that the people 
sat with spellbound expectancy, many 
times breaking into applause as the 
minister denounced his alleged en- 
emies. 

Building Is Crowded. 


Long before the time for Dr. Rid- 
ley to speak, the old church build- 
ing at the corner of Garnett and 
Forsyth streets had been forced to 
put up the 8S. R. O. signs. People 
were standing in the aisles, ‘in the 
vestibules and in the galleries, anx- 
ious to hear the sermon. 

Reading a passage of scripture, 
Dr. Ridley stated that he: had not 
intended to talk on the Hamilton 
case, which he termed “these abom- 
inable lies and scandalous charges.” 
despite the fact that he had ‘given 
out to The Constitution an. an- 
nouncement that he would on Sun- 
day speak upon questions of the 
utmost importance. He sald “that 
the newspapers had covered the 
whole case fairly and thoroughly, 
and that he had determined to say 
no more about it after leaving the 
police court. 

“But, you people, many of whom 
I have never seen before, evidently 
Came here for the purpose of hear- 
ing something about these abomina- 
ble lies. and I have decided to tel! 
you about what I am convinced to 
be the motives of those who are at 
the bottom of these charges 
against me.” 

Dr. Ridley then told of how he 
had arrived at a conclusion that a 
plot had been attempted against 
him, saying that he had been shown 
the light after a sleepless night. 

Then, with many items of interest 
added to the story as it has been 
Published in the newspapers, and 
with much comment of the most 
sensational nature, he proceeded to 
tell his audience his reasons for 
bélieving that an attempt had been 
made to secure the payroll of. the 
new church. 


Church Is Crowded. 


Expressing surprise that the 
doors of his church and the aisles 
should have been so choked with 
people, Dr. Ridley said that he had 
not intended to refer in his sermon 
Sunday to the “abominable lies and 
slanders” that had been charged 
against him. He reconsidered, how- 
ever, when he saw the large num- 
ber of people, many of whom were 
strange to him, and had evidently 
come fer the purpose of hearing 
some reference to the case, which 
he declared had been handled fully 
ae fairly in the newspapers of the 
Cc y. 

“tL had intended to leave this 
matter in the police courts, where 
it should have remained,” he de- 
clared, “and as I thought of 
that remarkable demonstration of 
friendship and loyalty given me in 
Chief Beavers’ place of business the 
other morning, when the beautiful 
ladies and the fine-looking men in 
such numbers gathered at the hear- 
ing, I felt that it would be better 
to have no’more to say about the 
matter.

Coming to a pause at this point, 
Dr. Ridley asked that a prayer be 
offered by Dr. J. T. Betts, noted 
traveler and lecturer, who was in 
the audience. The prayer was an 
eloquent one, in which God was 
praised for the complete exonera- 
tion of Dr. Ridley from the “ugly 
and dirty” charges that had been 
made against the: minister. 

At the close of the prayer Dr. 
‘Ridley again stood before the audli- 
ence and, in a fervent voice, de- 
clared that he wished to say a few 
very personal words. “I can’t, by 
looking over the sea of faces before 
me, say whether you are friend or 
foe, but I believe I cah tell you are 
at least my well wishers. I don't 
know whether you wish me well to 
the extent of only being glad I am 
out jail—glad that this church still 
permits me to preach in its pulpit, 
and I am not mean enough to take 
advantage of you’ by calling upon 
you to ha me a personal testimo- 
nial now.

Despite the unsatisfactory tea- 
tures which still prevail, business 
conditions are somewhat more en- 
couraging. Sharp contrasts contin- 
ue in different trades and indus- 


more points of 
gain thas formerly and clearer evi- 
dence that the price readjustments 
are working. toward da revival of 
demand. The recent favorable turn 
in textile branches has been ex- 
tended, with mills in New England 
and elsewhére expanding operations 
as orders begin to flow more free- 
ly from distributors, and the leath- 
er and footwear markets are expe- 
riencing a gradual and moderate 
recovery. 

Similar indications are develop- 
ing in some other quarters and 
strengthening of- prices is noted in 
certain instances, though a com- 
prehensive list of wholesale quota- 
tions again discloses an excess of 
recessions. Where the @grice yield 
ing has apparently not yet ended, 
as in iron and steel, the waiting at- 
titude of buyers persists, and this 
serves to emphasize the irregular- 
ity of the present situation. The 
main trend of late, however, haa 
been in the direction of improve- 
ment, and the enlarging attendance 
of merchants in many of the lead- 
ing centere, and their increasing 
disposition to purchase, is a phase 
which gives rise to hopeful expec- 
tations. 

With important commitments long 
deferred, stocks of goods are be- 
ginning to require replenishment in 
various places, and the clearance 
sales in retail stores are preparing 
the way for replacements at the 
lower prices current in primary 
channels. While the heavy buying 
when prices were advancing went 
beyond the actual needs for con- 
sumption and made inevitable a pe- 
riod of reaction, the readjustments 
of recent months have enhanced the 
prospects for subsequent progress 
along conservative and sounder 
lines, 

The rather extensive unemploy- 
ment and the increased commercial 
mortality are aniong the unfavor- 
able aspects, but the spread of idle- 
ness has been checked in some in- 
dustries and the larger number of 
failures is not an unnatural devel- 
opment. 

Contraets Liquidated., 

There is little, if any, buying 
movement in iron and steel and vur- 
rent requirements are not sufficient 
to materially affect present produc- 
ing schedules. Reports of a few of 
the idle pig tron stacks resuming 
operations are heard, but the mills 
of all but the leading interest are 
operating on about a 25 per cent 
of capacity basis. Buyers are ap- 
parently withholding orders in an- 
ticipation of further concessions in 
the price of fuel and pig iron and 
finished lines are dull. 

In al] instances unfilled tonnages 
have been greatly reduced and ex- 
isting* contracts are being liquidat- 
ed steadily. Rail orders for fair 
tonnages have been placed recent- 
ly, but automobile manufacturers 
are still out of the market and 
special steels show considerable ir 
regularity. On the other hand, cer- 
tain manufacturers of high speed 


-tool steel report but few cancella- 


tions and are still in a position to 
operate to almost full capacity. 
Production Increasing. 

In dry goods, production in the 
mill districts is increasing steadily, 
many of the large cotton mills hav- 
ing resumed full time operations. 
Large distributors report that the 
velume of business done so far this 
month has been above expectations 
and in some cases they have made 
cash offers for prompt deliveries of 
standard staples. The number of 
buyers of dry goods in New York at 
present is larger than for many 
at this season, and in some 
instances selling agents have deem- 
ed it advisable to withdraw their 
offerings, of standard cotton goods 
after having sold ahead for sixty 
days. Sales of print cloths at Fall 
River during the past week were 
heavier than at any time during the 
past six months. Knit goods manu- 
facturers report better demand for 
their products and a_ considerable 
improvement has been noted in the 
silk trade, the silk market be- 
ing firmer. as result. 

Large Sales Reported. 

In the hide and leather markets, @ 
wellegrounded belief prevails that 
values have at last reached a level 
that will permit of no further re- 
ductions. Larger sales of hides 
were reported during the past week 
and calfskins continued to snow 
strength. In regard to calfskins, 
however, it should be noted that 
during the slump in_ the market 
these showed a drop in price out of 
all proport to other competing 
grades. 

At one time calf was on almost 
the same level as its artificial sub- 
stitute. Shoe manufacturers are re- 
suming operations slowly and inde- 
pendent tanners are inclined to talk 
somewhat higher prices. Leather 
stocks are still reported to be fair- 
ly large, the majority of orders 

‘laced by shoe manufacturers be- 
ng for small quantities needed in 
filling orders that have’ already 
been booked. Shoe manufacturers
